YATES CALLS MOBS ANARCHY. 


Governor Makes Speech to Seventh Regi- 
ment in Which He Speaks of 
Race Rioting. 5 


Springfield, Ill., July 30.—‘‘ The men who 
composed the mobs which attacked the jails 
at Belleville and Danville, and who in the 
former city took out a defenseless negro who 
Was a prisoner there and hanged him, and 
who at Danville made a similar attempt, and 
who did capture and hang and burn a de- 
fenseless negro, who had killed another man, 
are nothing but anarchists,”’ declared Gov. 
Yates in an address to the Seventh infantry, 
national guard, now in camp of instruction 
at Camp Lincoln. 

‘The address was delivered in front of the 
tent of Col. Moriarity, the commanding offi- 
cer of the Seventh, after evening parade. 
The governor had reviewed the regiment in 
the afternoon, accompanied by his staff, and 
they had been entertained at dinner at night 
at the officers’ dining tent. 

Goy. Yates, in his address, besides denounc- 
ing the recent mobbing of the jails at Bel 
ville and Danville, which he declared was'‘a 
diskrace to civilization, praised the Seventh 
regiment highly for their excellent showing 
in parade and inspection, and for their fine 
drilling. He also spoke in glowing terms of 
the alacrity with which they had obeyed the 
order to proceed to Danville for riot duty 
and the excellent work they had done in that 
city in suppressing the mob, and their good 
conduct during their stay there.

Washington, D. C., July 30.—[Special.]—

ducted at the Smithsonian institution with the 
coelostat by the means of which it is hoped 
more accurate weather predictions may be 
A series of observations of the sun 
is being made by scientists of the institu- 
These observations deal with the ab- 
sorption of the sun’s rays by the gases which 
It is the belief of some 
scientists that this absorption varjes, and 
thus has a great influence on the weather 


The more the rays are absorbed b# the gases 
the cooler becomes the weather, and the less 
absorption the hotter it becomes. All the ob- 
servations will be based on the theory. As yet 
the observations have not been numerous 
enough to establish a stable basis for this 
This coejlostat, which is new and 
the largest in the United States, and differs 
from other instruments of its kind in that 
it has a second mirror, which gives a fixed 
northern ray as well as a mirror which re- 
flects a ray from different positions of the 
The telescope which is used in con- 
nection with the coelosta has a horizontal 


Especial attention will be given in these 
observations to the so-called ‘“‘sun spots,” 
for the origin of which many theories have 
been advanced. Halen of Edinburg ob- 
servatory has advanced the theory that the 
sun spots are most numerous every tenth 
year because at the end of a decade the 
gases surrounding the sun have to the ex- 
tent of their capacity absorbed all the sun's 
rays, and then the heat of the sun, becoming 
most intense, rends the envelope restraining 
The sun spots, Halen asserts, are the 


According to this theory the weather is 
bound to be hotter on the earth immediately 
after the occurrence of the large number of 
sun spots, which permit greater intensity 
in the rays of the sun that reach the earth. 
This theory would also argue that the coolest 
summer season should be immediately fol- 
lowed by the breaking of the envelope of 


After these disturbances in the sun’s at- 
mosphere the gases gradually regain their 
power of absorption, and obstructing the 
rays of the sun cause cooler summers. 


An unusually high rate of mortality among 
infants of this city has caused Dr. Wood- 
ward, the health officer, to issue a statement 
criticising the practice of feeding infants on 
condensed milk and infant foods. During last 
week twenty-one children under 2 years of age 
died of diarrheal diseases.

Placerville, Cal., July 30.—Although hun- 
dreds of armed men are now engaged in the 
search for the twelve surviving prisoners 
who escaped from the Folsom penitentiary 
Monday morning the outlaws have succeeded 
in eluding their pursuers, and the ultimate 
escape of at least a portion of the gang 
seems probable. 
J. W. Woods, the lkader of the escaped 
convicts, is said by prisoners who know him 
to have been a soldier with the United States 
regulars in the Philippines. According to 
their story, he deserted from the federal 
troops and joined the Filipinos. He was re- 
garded as a hero among the convicts, who 
say he was once surrounded by a detachment 
of troops and managed to’ break through 
their lines at night, and, gathering a force 
of Filipinos, captured the United States sol- 
diers and had them shot to death.

CUBAN REVOLT A RUMOR, 


INQUIRY INTO ALLEGED RISING 
SHOWS IT DOES NOT EXIST. 


Enttre Insurrection Grows Out of Kill- 
ing of Three Bandits Last Monday— 
Officials in Santiago Province Tele- 
Sraph to Havana That Entire 
Country Is Tranquil—Sixty Armed 
Raiders Nowhere Discovered—Inci- 
dent Considered Closed.

HAVANA, July 30.—In view of persistent 
rumors that a band of sixty insurgents had 
risen near Paso del Cauto, in Victoria de las 
Tunas district, province of Santiago, the gov- 
ernment announced that it had received ad- 
vices to this effect on July 26, but subsequent 
reports almostly flatly contradicted the first 
one, and it awaited confirmation. Later the 
government announced that a band under a 
man named Pupo-was out, no acts of violence 
had been committed, and all necessary. steps 
to crush the rising had been taken, and the 
governor of Santiago was authorized to en- 
list volunteers to operate under the rural 
guard. He also had been given money to 
sere expenses of the expedition against the 
rebels. 


Revolt Absolutely Denied. 


The reported uprising was flattened out 
tonight.

MAKE NEW RUSSIAN SAINT 


CEREMONIES IN MONASTERY AT 
SAROFF OF INTEREST. 


Canonization of Sserafim Attended by 
Czar, Czarina, and Nearly All of 
Court—Pilgrims Flock in Such Num- 
bers That Accommodations Cannot 
Be Found for Them—Subject Was 
Famous Pious Monk—Miraclies Are 
Ascribed to His Relics. 


| §T. PETERSBURG, July 30.—The cere- 
monies incident to the canonizing of the new 
Russian saint, Sserafim, at the monastery at 
Saroff, will be the most interesting hej in 
‘this country for many decades. They are to 
be attended by the czar and czarina and all 


the court. 

The relics of St. Sserafim will be exposed 
for adoration after five days of religious ex- 
ercises. These relics have been installed in 
a solid silver casket beneath a silver bald- 
achin.. The expense of the installation was 
borne by the emperor from his private purse, 
and his majesty testified his interest by 
writing the following original note on the 
act of canonization: ‘‘ Read with feelings 
of genuine pleasure and deep emotion.”’ 


One of the first services to be held, and 

one of the most solemn on the program, will 
be a day long requiem mass for the repose 
of the soul of Sserafim, the meré man. As 
such he has still been living until that day. 
His canonization marks a second death, 
which leaves nothing of the mortal and in- 
firm behind. The remains of the saint are 
then taken out of their present humble grave, 
where they have been perfectly preserved. 
The bishops wash and anoint the body and 
put it into the coffin which is to hold it here- 
after. 
The services around the grave then con- 
tinue, with singing and burning of incense 
and praying, until the moment comes for 
the canonization. The coffin, or, rather, the 
relic case containing the remains, is then 
carried in solemn procession from the old 
grave to the place chosen for the sarco- 
phagus. 

Th: services close with a Te Deum in honor 
of the new saint, marking, so to speak, his 
second birth as one of the host of holy miracle 
workers. 


Pilgrims Sleep in Open Air. 


The monastery, which is the scene of the 
ceremonial, is a woman's asylum several 
miles from the village of Saroff and forty 
‘miles from the nearest railway station. 
Temporary barracks have been erected to 
shelter the more favored guests, but the 
great majority of the pilgrims will be forced 
to sleep in stables or in the open air. 
Most elaborate preparations have been 
made for the celebration. All of the pomp 
and magnificence of the eastern church will 
be employed. ° 

Relics Said to Perform Miracles. 
The hermit, Prakhor Moshnin, died in 1833, 
at an advanced age. Belief in his sanctity 
and miraculous intercession with heaven 
seems to have been widespread during his 
life and to have grown steadily since his 
demise. An inquiry was begun in 1892 into 
the alleged miracles attributed to his relics 
and satisfied the holy synod of their verity. 
As a result an act of canonization under the 
name of St. Sserafim.qas issued on Jan. 29, 
which date was added to the orthodox cal- 
endar, 
An authorized biography says that St. 
Sseraffm’s father was a pious merchant, who 
built stone and brick churches in south Rus- 
sia. 
The boy entered the monastery of Saroff 
when only 17 years old. Later in life he spent 
fifteen years in silent meditation, during 
which time he did not leave his hermit's cell, 
except when absolutely necessary. When he 
resumed intercourse with the world all class- 
es of people flocked to him for advice. It is 
said he answered questions before they were 
put and letters he never unsealed, that he 
reyealed the inmost secrets of the heart and 
foretold future events. Since his death many 
millions of pilgrims have visited his grave. 


CASTRO ATTACKS FOREIGNERS. 


President of Venezuela Said to Have De- 
termined Upon Persecution of All 
Who Make Claims.

CURACAO, D. W. I., July 30.—It is learned 
here from authoritative sources that Presi- 
dent Castro of Venezuela has ordered a furi- 
ous press campaign against all foreigners, 
especially Mr. Olcott, the American who is 
president of the Orinoco Steamship com- 
pany, which recently presented claims 
against Venezuela before the mixed com- 
mission. 

It is also said that M. Vialerigo, a French- 
man, was lately expelled from that country 
for having sent claims for damages against 
Venezuela. The club which refused to expel 
Vialerigo as a member was closed by Castro 
and the family of Vialerigo also menaced in 
various ways. earing for their security 
and for that of grandchildren who were born ‘

It is predicted that United States citizens 
and all foreigners will be persecuted when 
this case of the Frenchman is disposed of.

MILITARY TEST. 


Formal Trial Soon with 
French Army Officers. 


MIMIC ATTACK ON TOWN 


Gen. Andre Sends Representatives 
to Examine Craft—Writes 
Letter of Thanks. 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 
{[Copyright: 1908: By the New York Herald.] 
PARIS, July 30.—A formal test of the mil- 
itary value of airships to the science of war 
will be made shortly by Santos-Dumont in 
conjunction with the French ministry of war. 
In the opinion of many nfflitary experts the 
time is not far distant when the airship will 
be put into practical service in battles. 

A delegation representing Gen. Andre, the 
French minister of war, today visited Santos- 
Dumont in his balloon sheds at Neuilly. The 
delegation was composed of Maj. Hirsch- 
bauer, the chief of the French military aero- 
nautic department, and Lieut. Col. Borgeaux, 
the chief of Gen. Andre's cabinet. For two 
hours these officers remained with Santos- 
Dumont examining his great balloon, trying 
the sixty horse power motor, starting and 


every detail of the airship with minute care 
and tireless patience. 


Test to Be Made Soon. 


The opinion expressed by the representa- 
tives of the minister of war was unreserved- 
ly favorable. A practical test of a novel 
character, which, if successful, will be con- 
clusive that airships are of military value, 
will take place shortly. The test is to consist 
of an attempt to leave Paris and enter one 
of the French frontier towns. either Nancy 
or Belfort, on the same day by airship. 
Naturally the entire journey will not be 
made in a balloon. Santos-Dumont's idea 
of this interesting experiment is to take a 
train from Paris early in the morning with 
his balloon and tubes of hydrogen gas to fill 
it. All the machinery and,instruments are 
to be on a special wagon. 


Attempt to Fly Over Town. 

At some station a short distance from the 
town the wagon will be unhooked from the 
train. A score or so of soldiers accompany- 
ing the officers represé@nting the ministry of 
war will unload the balloon and its appli- 
ances and transport it to the nearest avail- 
able open space, where, under Santos- 
Dumont’'s directions, the balloon will be in- 
flated and prepared for the ascent. Santos- 
Dumont estimates that within two hours 
from the time of leaving the train everything 
will be ready. He will then make an at- 
tempt to fly over the town that may be se- 
lected for the experiment. 
The visit of Lieut. Col. Bourgeux and Maj. 
Hirschbauer today to Santos-Dumont’s bal- 
loon shed, when the details of the military 
aeronautical maneuver were discussed, was 
one of the consequences of a letter written 
by Santos-Dumont to Gen. Andre after the 
review of July 14. In this letter, after re- 
ferring to the sympathetic reception given 
to him and his airship upon their appearance 
over the review, Santos-Dumont offered his 
airships and his services to France in the 
event of war with any country other than 
the republics of South America, loyally add- 
ing that in the improbable case of war be- 
tween France and Brazil he should put him- 
self at the disposal of his native country. 
In reply to this letter Santos-Dumont has 
received the following communication from 
Gen. Andre: 
*‘In the course of the review of July 14 I 
noticed and admired the ease and certainty 
with which the balloon was maneuvered un- 
der your direction. It is impossible not to be 
convinced of the progress you have made in 
aerial navigation. It seems, thanks to you, 
that science should speedily lend itself to 
its practical application, particularly from 
a military point of view. 


Considers Plan Valuable. 


*} consider in this respect the navigable 
balibon will render considerable services in 
time of war. I am therefore happy t6 accept 
the offer which you made to put your aerial 
flotilla at the disposal of the government of 
the republic, and in its name I thank you for 
your generous proposal, which testifies your 
deep sympathy for France. I have appointed 
Maj. Hischauer, commanding the battalion 
of baHoonists of the First regiment of en- 
gineers, to examine, in conjunction with 
yourself, the arrangements to be made in 
putting into execution the intentions which 
you have signified. Lieut. Col. Bourgeaux, 
the undersecretary of my cabinet, will, more- 
over, join his superior officer in order to keep 
me personally informed of the results of your 
collaboration. ‘Gen. ANDRE.”

Having yesterday performed their final 
rites in memory of Leo XIII, the Roman 
Catholics of the Chicago archdiocese are 
directing their. supplications for the divine 
guidance of those who are to choose his suc- 


* cessor. 


Prayers to this end are being said privately 
by priests and laymen, and tomorrow, the 
opening day of the elective conclave, masses 
will be celebrated in every church in the 
archdiocese. ‘ Pro eligendo summo ponti- 
fice”’ is the title of the prayer that will be 
said daily through the duration of the con- 
clave. Archbishop Quigley will pontificate 
ata mass at Ya. m. in the Holy Name cathe- 
dral, and in an encyclical to the priests of 
his charge he said: 

“And do you also, at an hour convenient 
to your people, and on that day (tomorrow), 
with ali possible solemnity, offer up the same 
mass in your churches.”’ 

These prayers will be said daily and masses 
celebrated at intervals until the conclave has 
made an election. On the evening of the day 
on which the news of the election reaches 
Chicago the faithful will be summoned to 
the churches by the ringing of bells, and 
will join in the singing of Te Deums and in 
prayers of thanksgiving. 


Impressive Mass for Leo. 
But before turning their eyes to the future 
the archdiocesan clergy in the Holy Name 


cathedral yesterday morning joined in a 


final tribute to their late ruler, with cere- 
monials more impressive than any hereto- 
fore Witnessed in a Chicago church. During 
the celebration Sf, the solemn pontifical 
requiem mass, the chief service of the day, 
the scene in the cathedral was one long to 
be remembered. 

In the trancept of the church, before the 
chancel rail, stood the cenotaph, or bier. At 
the corners and sides of the catafalque stood 
eighteen tall wax tapers, whose dim light 
was thrown on the high, black covered tomb 
and was reflected from its golden trappings.

CONCLAVE CELLS GLOOMY 


CARDINALS NOT PLEASED WITH 


PLACES ARRANGED FOR THEM. 


Find They Lack Both Running Water 
and Proper Ventilation—Revolving 
Dumb Waiter Tested and Communi- 
cation Through It Is Impossible— 
Oreglia Gives His Final Directions 
for Voting—Medal Commemorating 
His Rule Is Strack. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

ROME. Julv 30.—The cardinals today visit- 
ed the cells which they are to occupy during 
the conclave, and it cannot be said that they 
were enthusiastic over the idea of being 
confined, perhaps for some time, in what are 
rightly termed “ cells,” which are without 
running water and necessary ventilation, It 
was feared that the health of some of the 
older and more feeble cardinals might suffer. 
Perhaps the most dissatisfied was Cardinal 
Maszary, who, as primate of Hungary, is 
the wealthiest of the cardinals. He is cred- 
ited with an income of $400,000 annually. He 
insists that he cannot eat with the others 
and must have his meals outside. 

Tonight experiments were made with the 
kitchens, the working of which is considered 
quite important, as about 500 people must 
be fed thrice daily for an indefinte period. 
The trials were completely successful. 

The revolving dumb waiters were also 
tested. They are characteristically Roman 
and consist of wheels with shelves, on which 
things are placed, and they are made to re- 
volve, carrying things in or out, but making 
it quite impossible for persons on either side 
to see each other. :

Cardinal Oreglia explained how the work 
of the conclave was to be. carried on, re- 
calling the principal rules ‘which were to 
govern the body and recommending their 
strict observance. He outlined a program 


‘ for tomorrow. which will consist of the mass 


to the holy ghost in the morning, together 
with the deliverance of the oration pro 
pontifice eligendo. 

The cardinals will enter the conclave at 5 
o'clock in the afternoon. Each of the car- 
dinals today received a medal struck by the 
cameriengo to maintain the tradition of his 
sovereignty during the interregnum. It is 
intended to strike coins also for all the 
conclavists and servants who are to be pres- 
ent. Cardinals Sanminiatelli, Macchi, and 
Della Volpe were charged with the duty of 
visiting the apartments of the conclave and 
Cardinals Tripoti and Boschi with visiting 
the precincts of the conclave for the purpose 
of making sure that there will be no possi- 
bility of communication with the outside 
world. They are to make their report to the 
congregation tomorrow. 


Last Requiem Mass Is Said. 

The last tribute was paid to Pope Leo this 
morning with the third great requiem mass 
celebrated in.the Sistine chapel of the vati- 
can, and the function was no less ceremoni- 
ous and imposing than the two others. While 
there were, perhaps, fewer persons present, 
there was a greater display of gorgeous uni- 
forms. Of the sixty-two cardinals now in 
Rome all attended the mass except Cardinal 
Cretoni, prefect of the congregation of sacred 
relics, who was ill. 

The visible feebleness of pany members 
of the sacred college was noticeable, as it 
Was necessary to assist twenty of the car- 
dinals to enter and leave the chapel, and 
one or two almost had to be carried out at 
the close. 

The cial eulogy of the late pope was 
pronoynced by Cardinal Galli, who referred 
to the pope’s regret at his exclusion from 
The Hague peace conference, and the sor- 
row felt because of the proposed divorce 
law in Italy, but the greatest sorrow Galli 
declared came to the pope from his beloved 
France, while his last joy was given by the 
German sentiments expressed by her em- 
peror on the occasion of his recent visit to the 


vatican.

FARMER ASKS RIGHT TO PUNISH 
MEN WHO ROBBED HIM. 


John Heibeck, Who Was Held Up in 
Daylight, Requests the Privilege of 
Taking the Prisoners to Adrian, 
Mich., Where He Promises to Make 
Them Cut Weeds and Stack Hay— 
Cattle Buyer Waylaid by Highway- 
men and Money Stolen, 


After being robbed by three men John Hel- 
back, a farmer from St. John, Mich., asked 
Lieut. Harding of the Desplaines street po- 
lice to be allowed to punish in his own way 
the five prisoners arrested for the crime. 

Heibeck said three of the prisoners took $80 
from him in broad -daylight at Halsted and 
Madison streets yesterday, shortly after his 
arrivalinthe city. He said he would save the 
city the cost of prosecution if the police would 
permit him to take the prisoners to his farm, 
where he promised to put a chain and ball on 
them and make them cut weeds and make 
hay. 

Lieut. Harding promised Heibeck that the 
men certainly would be furnished with the 
ball and chain, and probably would do just 
as hard work as he could give them on his 
farm. This satisfied Heibeck, and he left the 
station, promising to return and prosecute 
the men. 

The prisoners are Ray Walters, 18 years 
old; Herman Mayes, 26 years old; William 
Marks, 19 years old; Joseph Hibbs, 18 years 
old, and Arthur Woods, 16 years old. The 
police say Heibeck identified Walters, Hibbs, 
and Mayes. 


Cattle Buyer Is Waylaid. 

Frederick Lorenz, a well to do cattle buyer 
of Hammond, Ind., was robbed in daylight on 
a much frequented public highway. He says 
two well dressed men approached his buggy 
while he was driving near Hammond, and 
that one jumped into the vehicle. Lorenz 
says he was told to put up his hands and that 
he was stunned by a blow on the head. He 
was beaten and kicked in the face, and the 
highwaymen took all his jewelry and a large 
sum of money with which he had set out to 
purchase cattle.

JUMP FROM BOAT AND DIE 


TWO MEN DROWN IN MOUTH OF 
THE RIVER. 


Become Confused When Their Frail 
Craft Is Caught in the Disturbed 
Waters Caused by a Passing Steamer 
and Leap to Their Death—Compan- 
lions Manage to Reach the Shore— 
University of Chicago Student Per- 
ishes in Mississippi. 


Their rowboat caught in the disturbed 
water created by the passage of the steamer 
Charles A. Eddy into the mouth of the river, 
two men became confused and jumped to 
their death early last evening. Two other 
mer who were in the rowboat saved them- 
selves with little difficulty. © 

The two men were drowned in sight of a 
hundred or more fishermen and within a 
short distance of the life saving station. 

Those who lost their lives were Fred Odett, 
22 years old, 57 Rees street, and Albert Mon- 
sen, Kedzie and North avenues. Those who 
saved themselves were Edward Carroll, 25 
years old, 73 Rees street, and Joseph Molter, 
30 years old, 624 Sedgwick street. All were 
employés of the Western Stone company. 


Two Jump and Drown. 


The four men had been rowing in the basin 
inside the north breakwater, and attempted 
te cross the river at the end of the piers just 
after the steamer Eddy had entered the 
river. The Eddy was consigned to the 
Youghiogheny and Lehigh coal dock in the 
rerth sip, and just as the men were cross- 
ing behind the steamer its propeller was re- 
versed, creating a current forward under 
the boat. 

The crew of the steamer, seeing the peril to 
the small boat, shouted to the men on board 
to look out, but they were panic stricken. 
When the skiff was drawn up against the 
sides of the steamer Carroll and Molter 
seized a heavy oaken fender hanging over its 
Side. Odett and Monsen, however, lost their 
heads and jumped into the river. The skiff 
was not upset, and the two survivors reached 
the shore in safety. The life saving crew 
put to the rescue, but toolate. After search- 
ing for two hours the body of Odett was re- 
covered. 

During the search for the two bodies the 
life savers found the body of a man who 
apparently had been dead for four or five 
days. From papers in the pockets the man 
is thought to have been Julius Luftbery, a 
bricklayer, who lived at 45 West Huron 
street. The police believe he is the man who 
jumped or fell into the lake at the foot of 
Walton place last Sunday. 


Student Drowns in River.

BANKIS WRECKED 
BY SPECULATION, 


Officials of Doylestown, Pa., 
Institution Owe It More 
than Capital Stock. 


POLITICS CUTS A FIGURE, 


President Runs for Judge and 
Opposition Sends Tip to Con- 
troller of Currency. 


Doylestown, Pa., July 30.—[(Special.}— 
With deposits in the neighborhood of a 
million dollars, representing the savings of 
Bucks county farmers and business men 
and a large part of the county fiinds, the 
Doylestown National bank has closed its 
doors by order of the controller of the cur- 
rency, and Bank Examiner J. W. Schofield, 
as temporary receiver, is trying to find what 
there is of value left in the ruins. 
Speculation in stocks on the part of the 
officers. who were leading men of borough 
and county, is the, reason assigned for the 
failure by government officials, and in ad- 
dition it is charged by Francis L. Worth- 


loans aggregating more than one and one- 
half times the capital stock stand in the 
names of President Lear, Cashier Brock, 
and Clerk Clayton of the bank. The col- 
lateral behind these loans, he says, is char- 
itably classified* as doubtful. 


Collateral of Little Value. 

Some of the collateral, it is admitted by 
George P. Brock, the cashier, consists of the 
stock of the Consolidated Lake Superior com+. 
pany, which was quoted during the day at 
$5.50 a share for preferred and $1.50 a share 
for common. Other collateral said to be in 
the bank vaults included Alkali, which has a 
market value of nothing, and Marsden, which 
occasionally finds takers at $2 a share. 

Recently Henry Lear, president of the 
bank, was nominated for judge. Oneof his 
opponents, it is believed, informed the con- 
troller of the currency that Brock and Leaf 
were speculating in stocks, that they had 
helped to sell blocks of Consolidated Lake 
Superior to various friends, and that Brock 
had been a director in Marsden and Alkali, 
whose skyrocket careers are chiefly remem- 
bered for the way the “stick came down.” 
Who sent the tip is not known. 


Stays Open After Failure, 

On Monday the national bank examiner 
appeared in town and went to work, and 
Wednesday morning Deputy Controller , of 
the Currency Kane found business being 
done at the bank. Although the officers were 
informed at 1 o'clock Wednesday afternoon 
that the institution was insolvent the doors 
remained open and deposits were received 
until 8 o'clock. Among these late deposits 
was several thousand dollars in county 
money. 

“ The losses,”’ said Deputy Controller Kane 
today, “‘ will absorb the entire surplus and 
capital stock of the bank. In other words, 
the total loss will amount to $215,000, and it 
devolves upon the directors and stockholders 
to make up this deficiency.” 

The most sengational statements were 
made by Francis L. Worthington, a director 
and large stockholder in the bank and one 
of the wealthiest men in town, “ The eum 
and substance of it ali is,"’ he said, “ that the 
president and cashier ran things to suit 
themselves and did not consult the directors, 
Fiad the board known what was going omthis 
would never have happened. 


Sums Owed by Officials. 

“Yesterday we were informed that Lear 
owed the oil $71,000, Brock $8,000, and 
Fred Clayton, the clerk, whose salary is, I 
think, $1,500 a year, owed the bank more 
than $12,000. The total of these loans is more 
than $163,000, or more than $58,000 in excess 
of the paid in capital stock of the institution. 

“T as a director, never knew that such 
loans existed, and I do not believe they were 
earried on the regular books of the bank. 
Yet I am informed that the president and 
Brock have been borrowing money ever since 
1897, when the latter became cashier.

| The company made no attempt to continue its work, nor did it make any move to take away “he sand deposited in Western avenue 
boulevard. The park board kept plenty of its police in readiness all day, but they were not called on. \ 

“ The company’s alleged claim to the parkway in the center of the boulevard has been examined thoroughly.” said President

CAN BE FREE ONLY BY FORCE. 


John T. Keating, Who Went to Old Coun- 
try as Clan-na-Gael Delegate, De- 
clares Spirit of Fenianism Is Strong. 


New York, July 30—{Special.J—An audi? 
ence that filled Cooper union tonight gave a 
warm welcome to John T. Keating of Chi- 
cago, who went to Ireland to attend the 
Wolfe Tone anniversary as a representative 
of the Clan-na-Gael in this country. When 
Daniel J. Coghlan in a short speech referred 


State Hay as wishing to form an alliance be- 
tween this country and England the people 
hissed. 
Mr. Keating said he had been chiefly im- 
pressed by the strong patriotic feeling among 
the young men in Ireland and their belief 
that Ireland would never gain liberty or 
justice by political agitation, but must ob- 
tain it from England by force. He said in 
part: 

** The spirit of Theobald Wolfe Tone and of 
Emmet still lives in Ireland despite the im- 
pudent falsehoods sent to this country in the 
interest of English rule. King Edward got 
a most loyal reception in Ireland from the 
42,000 soldiers, the customs men and the 
toadies, but the Irish people took no part in 
the welcome. 

*“‘As I addressed their meetings and spoke 
in private to the people I was convinced that 
the young men were loyal to the Irish cause 
and were willing to take a chance to meet 
force with force, and.I left them to carry 
to you the message that the young men be- 
lieve that the only road to liberty is by physi- 
cal force. I am convinced that they will 
give a demonstration soon of the faith that 
is in them. 

“The spirit of Fenianism still lives in Ire- 
land. If the people should give such a kind 
greeting to a single representative, of the 
Clan-na-Gael what a mighty reception they 
would give to 25,000 of them carrying maus- 
ers and dragging maxims.”’

STRIKRS AP THE BOODLERS 


GOV. LA FOLLETTE ATTACKS PUB- 
LIC SERVICE CORPORATIONS. 


Declares That the Evil Forces of Mo- 
nopoly Are Concentrated for the 
Parpose of Devouring the Lawmak- 
ing’ Power of National, State, and 
City Governments—Commends the 
Work of the Municfpal Voters’ 
League of Chicago. 


Madison, Wis., July 30.—[Specia!.]—In his 
address on “ Representative Government ”’ 
before the Monona assembly this afternoon 
Gov. La Follette made a bitter attack on 
public service corporations and charged that 
they corrupt national, state, and city gov- 
ernments, and said that Chicago, Philadel- 
phia, St. Louis, Pittsburg, Minneapolis, and 
Milwaukee were shocking examples where 
the policy of public service corporations and 
the evil influence of money were felt in mu- 
nicipal government. 


Danger in Lawmaking Power, _ 

“The danger point in our system) is the 
lawmaking power,"’ said the governor. “It 
is here that all the evil forces of monopoly 
are concentrated for attack. Every execu- 
tive wanting in honesty or courage, every 
legislator who is weak or corrupt is sure to 
be controlled by the lobby agents of the great 
corporations. Occasionally by straight, sim- 
ple bribe, more often by insidious indirect 
means, they are ensnared and captured by 
alluring deals and promises of political pre- 
ferment or frightened and intimidated by 
threats to ruin their pride of business and 
bring political annihilation. 

“ It is the close association of political and 
corporate power that defrauds the public of 
its rights, defeats legislation for the general 
good, and passes laws to promote private in- 
terests. 


Compliments Some Officials. 


*But how shall these rebellious subjects 
of the state be made obedient to the law? A 
better comprehension of the enormity inci- 
dent to corruption in national, state, and 
municipal legislation, and of its real peril to 
popular government is everywhere manifest- 
ing itself. A grim determination is here and 
there taking possession of some public offi- 
cial to do his full public duty. We have 
throughout the country some conspicuous 
examples of what may be accomplished by 


. courageous leadership, supported by the peo- 


ple in the determined effort to maintain 
good government.” 


Cites Noteble Victories. 


The governor paid tribute to President 
Roosevelt, to District Attorney Jerome of 
New York, to District Attorney Folk of St. 
Louis, and cited the failure of Addicks to buy 
the United States senatorship, and the con- 
viction of the mayor of Minneapolis, the 
driving out of the boodlers of Baltimore, 
Boston's victory over its trolley company, 
and the work of the municipal voters’ league 
of Chicago as striking examples of victories 
which have been won by a single supreme 
effort to arouse public sentiment; but he said 
that while the people are encouraged by these 
victories it is not without fear that the 
ground gained may be lost.

Mrs. Carter of Monroe’s Island Picked 
Up in Open Dory 75 Miles from 
Land, Almost Dead, 


Rockland, Me., July 30.—[Special.]—Blown 
seventy-five miles out to sea and two days 
adrift in a dory is the experience of Mrs. 
Carter of Monroe’s island. She formerly was 
Miss Clara Pease of Bangor. The gale on 
Monday was one of the most severe ever ex- 
perienced in Penobscot bay, and fishermen 
express the greatest surprise that the dory 
lived through it. Mrs. Carter was picked up 
yesterday afternoon by the fishing schooner 
Hazel Oneta, Capt. William -Walonson of 
Gloucester, thirty miles east of Mount Des- 
ert rock.

WRATH OF THE ALDERMEN. 


Council to Be Asked to Provide Punish- 

ment for Men Who Are Offensive to 
Street Car Patrons. «

street car and refuses to budge no matter 
how many persons have to crowd by him— 
is in a fair way toincur the wrath of the law.

WILTRAX GUILTY 
OF BOY’S DEATH. 


Twenty-five Years in Prison 
for the Murder of Little 
Paul Paszkowski. 


‘WIFE ACQUITTED BY JURY 


‘Woman Breaks Down When Ver- 
dict Is Read and Is Led from 
Courtroom in Tears. 


John Wiltrax was found guilty yesterday 
afternoon of murdering Pau! Pastkowski, 6 
years old, and his punishment was fixed at 
twenty-five years in the penitentiary. Mrs. 
Wiltrax was acquitted. 

The case was given to the jury at noon, 
and there was little difficulty in reaching 
a verdict. On the first ballot eleven voted 
for the conviction of the man. In one or 
two more ballots his guilt was decided. On 
the question of punishment there was some 
discussion, and it ts believed the result was a 
compromise. There was no hitch on the 
acquittal of Mrs. Wiltrax. 

The verdict was returned at2p.m. When 
Judge Kersten’s court was convened the 
two defendants were led to their chairs. Mrs. 
Wiltrax had broken down and was crying. 
She dropped into a ohair with an attitude of 
despair and buried her face in a handkerchief. 
Wiltrax leaned over and tried to comfort his 


wife. 
Defendants Herr the Verdict. 

The jurors filed in and stood,before the 
bench. Clerk Cerny was handed the verdicts 
and read them. Wiltrax bowed his head for 
a mament and then turned to explain to his 
wife the result of the jury conference. She 
broke out in sobs and moans and was led 
away in tears. ps — 

Julius, the 11 year old son whose testi- 
mony, in spite of its many contradictions, in 
great part was the cause of the conviction 
of the father, was not in the courtroom. 
He is at the John Worthy school. Steps 
will probably be taken to have him returned 
to his mother. 

Mrs. Paszkowski, the mother of the mur- 
dered boy, was not present, though she had 
been in the courtroom through the morning. 

Wiltrax was taken back to the county jail 
and his wife was released. There was no 
one to meet her or to offer her encourage- 
ment, and she left the Criminal Court build- 
ing alone. 

Story of Boy’s Death. 

Themurder of the Paszkowski boy was com- 
mitted on April 27, and his body was buried 
in the woods near Hansen Park, where Wil- 
trax owns a saloon. As presented by the 
prosecution the shot had been fired in Wil- 
trax’s saloon in a moment of impulsiveness 
resulting from inherent viciousness. 

The body of the boy first was carried to 
the basement and hidden, and at night 
wrapped in burlap and carried to the woods 
for burial. The boy and his mother lived 
above the Wiltrax saloon. The body of 
the child was found several days later, but 
not until there was murder suspected. 

The defendants denied their guilt. Their 
attorney, Joseph Burres, in his argument 
insisted that the murder had been done by a 
boy, probably little Julius, and that the 
father and mother had done everything to 
shield him, and because of their ignorance 
had only entangled themselves in the meshes 
of circumstantial evidence,

Pians for a finished and beautiful lake front 
/park—Grant park—with its 160 acres of made 
the dream of a generation of Chicago- 
ans, yesterday were shown to the south park 
,commissioners. Drives, walks, playgrounds, 
—_— beds, and a great museum are located 
on the old water front that the people of the 
city have been cheated out of for so many 
years. To carry out these plans it is esti- 
‘mated it will require $1,500,000, exclusive of 
the cost of the museum. 

Regard also is had for the future, in the 
ketch, as it is intended that the improve- 

. ments along the lake front shall not end with 
‘the park. The-drives, which long have been 
‘planned to extend to the north and south on 
the lake shore, will have a connecting link 
in the roadways in Grant park. This will 
realize the design of architects and public 

-gpirited citizens who have striven to give 
baca to the people the lake shore, 

Two dominant facts considered by Olmsted 
brothers of Boston, the architects, in pre- 
paring the plans are the lake shore and the 
prospective Field museum. That the most 
may be made of the lake, a broad drive sixty 
feet wide-and a shaded walk of equal width 
follow the bulkhead the length of the park. 


Location for the. Museum. 


The museum is to be set 750 feet back from 
the lake, and approximately the same dis- 
tance east of Michigan boulevard, with its 
central entrance opposite Congress streat. 
it will stand on a level ‘with the top of the 
present embankment along the Iinois Cen- 
tral right of way, or twenty-eight feet above 
the watets of Lake Michigan. East of the 
great structure sunken basins, lawns, and 
flowers will stretch away 550 feet before the 
first tree to obstruct thé view is reached.

Changes may be considered nec- 
essary by D. H. Burnham, who is to draw the 
plans for the Field museum, or by H. N. 
Higimbotham, Marshall Field's representa- 
tice. 

Mr. Higinbothami, Mr. Burnham, and C. 
L. Hutchinson, the latter representing the 
Art institute, will this morning go over the 
plans with Mr. Olmsted and the commis- 
sioners. The recommendations made will be 
considered: by Mr. Okmsted, who then will 
prepare another plan. Few changes, how- 
ever, are expected. 


' Olmsted Explains the Plans. 

‘“‘In making the sketch we have consid- 
Mr. Olmsted said, ‘“‘ that the great- 
- est attraction in the park proper will be the 

lake. The broad drive near the shore will 
permit carriages to go as close as possible to 
the water. Then walks, shaded with trees, 
, will extend to the water's edge. There will 
be accommodations for 50,000 — along 
‘the beach. 

“The drive. terminates.at the south in a 
200 foot square, surrounded by: a collonade. 
This will be placed at the same’ elevation 

vas the tracks; 
the lake. One object in having the square ¢ 
at this height is to provide for the proposed 
extension of the drive to the south along 
‘the lake. This boulevard, in our plans, will 
the mouth of the south yacht harbor 
by a bridge forty feet high. 

**On the north the drive is also to be car- 
ried into the air to connect over viaducts 
and bridges, with the proposed extension 

the boulevard system of that part of the 
‘city. The drive at the western border of the 
park is also to run at,the highest elevation. 

“The Field museum, in this plan, is 680 
feet long, with a maximum width of 400 
feet. Mr. Higinbotham asked, I understand, 
for ground for a structure more than 1,000 | 
feet long. Two large playgrounds are pro- 
vided for, and one small one.”’ 

Mr. Olmsted suggested a site for a _possi- 
ble armory, but was interrupted by Mr. Fore- 
man. 

** There will be no armory in Grant park,’ 
he said. *‘ The land belongs to this board 
and we will not permit its use for such a pur- 
pose."’

OUST FIVE INDICTED MEN. 


HEALTH COMMISSIONER TO SUS- 
PEND HIS INSPECTORS. 


Dr. Reynolds Says He Will Act as Soon 
as Formal Notice of Grand Jary Ac- 
tion Is Received, Which Probably 
Will Be Today—He Also Will File 
Charges Against the Accused Hefore 
the Merit Board — Appoints Com- 
plaint Clerk. 


Deputy Inspector Keliy and his four sub- 
ordinates among the plumbing inspectors in 
the health department who have been in- 
dictéd by the grand jury are likely,to havea 
long vacation without pay. The indictment 
against them was returned yesterday, and 
capiases for the arrest of the men were 
placed in the hands of a deputy sheriff. 

At the same time the charges of extortion 
and soliciting bribes, made by the Citizens’ 
association, will be heard by the civil service 
commission if the accused men do not hasten 
their trials in the Criminal court. 

Health Commissioner Reynolds returned 
from Canada yesterday and said he would 
suspend the five employés in question as 
soon as he received notice from the state’s 
attorney’s office that the indictments have 
been found. That notice is expected, to ar- 
rive this morning. 

The commissioner further said he would 
accompany the suspension with the filing of 
charges against the men with the civil serv- 
ice commission and ask that a hearing be had 
to determine whether they should not be dis- 
charged from the service of the city. 

‘“* No man under indictment can do work for 
this department,” said the commissioner. 
“Of course I cannot prejudge their cases, 
but the finding of the indictments is suffi- 
cient reason for their suspension, as well as 
for the filing of charges against them before 
the civil service commission.” 


Will Await Court Action. 


Under the civil service law suspensions 
under charges are for a period of thirty days 
pending the time when the charges can be 
heard. If, however, the accused do not 
demand a trial in that time the hearing can 
go over and the suspension will continue. 

In the present case the commission prefers 
that the trial in the Criminal court shall pre- 
cede any trial of its own, allowing the board 
to find the men guilty or innocent, as the jury 
on the north side may determine. Soit prac- 
tically was determined that the commission 
would take no action until the charges 
against the five inspectors were determined 
by a jury, but if the trials are unduly de- 
layed then the commission will hear_. the 
cases. 

“If any one can suggest a way in WHICH 
the system of sanitary inspection can be im- 


_ proved I would be obliged,”’ said Health Com- 


missioner Reynolds. ‘‘ The charges in this 
case are against the inspectors, and not 
against the plan under which they operate. 
While I have had confidence in my men, if 


| they have accepted bribes théy have be- 


trayed not only my confidence but their duty 
to the public as well, and should be pun- 
ished.”’ 

Appoints Complaint Clerk. 


“The commissioner instituted a reform m 
the department, in the line of the recom- 
mendation of the merit board's report, by 
assigning George B. Schweitzer to the posi- 
tion of complaint clerk in the sanitary in- 
spection department. He will have charge 
of all complaints and will make some kind of 
an orderly booking regarding them. 

City Statistician Grosser has compiled 
some figures to show that the recent investi- 


gation of the department has produced a 
greater activity among the inspectors in the 
sanitary bureau. They show that for April, 
May, and June not only was the number of 
insanitary conditions investigated consider- 
ably larger.than for the same months of 1902, 
but that the proportion of nuisances abated 
has increased. The figures are:

MORE TROUBLES FOR CLUBS. 


New Complications Arise Over License 
Question Affecting Dancing and 
Billiard Tables. 


Every day brings forth a new complicatoin 
in the matter of licensing clubs to sell liquors. 
The latest one is whether a club which takes 
out such a license may have a concert or 
dance within its walls without taking out 
a special amusement permit, and whether 
any gaming can be permitted on the prem- 
ises. As an adjunct is the further ques- 
tion whether a club taking out a liquor 
license must not also get licenses for what 
bi. siard tables it may own. 

The provisions of the “ dramshop act”’ 
provide specifically that no license shall be 


issued for any place which allows dances or’? 


concerts -where the liquor is sold unless 


amusement licenses are also taken out, and ° 


there is a strict clause forbidding any gam- 
ing in places where liquor is sold. It also is 
provided that all billiard tables‘in saloons 
must take out a special license. 

As a matter of fact, these rules receive but 
slight attention in Chicago, being violated 
in some localities about six times to a block, 
but the club officers insist they are law abid- 
ing citizens who expect to live strictly up to 
the conditions expressed in their licenses, and 
that is why they ask for modifications. There 
is nothing in the licensé provistors; However, 
about midnight closing. 

Cigaret licenses continue to be taken out 
in larger numbers every day. Yesterday 
Seven were granted, the applicants being:

HIS HOPES r0 FALL FAR SHORT OF 
REALIZATION. 


Plans Already Under Way to Sidetrack 
the Govefnor and His Ambition to 
Succeed Himself, Callom, Hopkins, 
and Cannon Being the Three Lead- 
ers Who Will Contribute to His Un- 

doing — Lorimer Also Destined to 
Suffer a Setback.

THE PAPAL ELECTION. 

The funeral services for Pope Leo are 
over and in two days the cardinals will enter 
upon the choice of his successor. Only one 
thing is certain. It is that since the Italian 
cardinals are in the majority the new pope 
will be an Italian. For over 200 years the 
Italians have preserved their majority and 
have steadily elected Italian popes. 

The five most prominent candidates at 
present are, therefore, all Italians—Cotti, 
Svampa, Rampolla, Oreglia, Serafino Van- 
nutelli. From the American point of view 
the most acceptable candidates are’ Ram- 
polla and Serafino Vanautelli, | 

Gotti, a man of great piety, was a Car- 
melite friar. It is feared that in the event 
of his election he might lean too strongly to 
the cause of the brotherhoods. If he did 
he would offend France, which is having 
trouble with the orders. He might also 
place obstacles in the way of a speedy set- 
tlement of the questions between the friars 
and the United States government in the 
Philippines. It is trye that since his eleva- 
tion to a cardinalate he has never showed a 
tendency to be more than fair either to his 
own Carmelite order or to any other of the 
brotherhoods. He is rather conservative 
than liberal, and on that account, also, he 
is not preferred by American Catholics. 

Oreglia, the cardinal camerlengo, is anold 
man. He is, of all the prominent candi- 
dates, the most reactionary. He is, least of 
all of them, in accord with the spirit of the 
American church, Svampa takes a~middle 
course between liberalism and conserva- 
tism, and is known asa profound theologian, 
Rampolla, secretary of state to the late 
pope, is a liberal. He is intimately ac- 
quainted with the details of Leo’s policy, 
and is deemed most nearly capable of car- 
rying it out. 

Serafino Vannutelli has served the church 
as nuncio in many courts and republics. He 
has a profound knowledge of the aspirations 
of the peoples of all continents. He is lib- 
eral and progressive, and is believed to be 
by American Catholics most likely to keep 
the church in sympathy with the progressive 
spirit of this country. 

Not improbably, however, the successful 
eardinal will be a ‘“‘ dark horse,’’ whose rec- 
ord is not positive enough to have made him 
enemies and on whom the opposing elements | 
can compromise after finding thgt no ex- 
ponent of a particular faction can obtain the 
necessary two-thirds vote.

BANISHING UNION MEN. — 

A few years ago the leading citizens of 
Tampa made up their minds that there 
could be no industrial peace in the city so. 
long as certain labor agitators, members 
of a cigarmakers’ union, were allowed to 
remain there.

The labor men in question were 
seized, put on board a ship, and landed on 
the coast of Honduras, where they slowly 
made their way back to the United States. 
The action of the leading citizens was ille- 
gal, but it pacified Tampa. The kidnaped 
agitators have not deemed it advisable to 
make any more trouble in that city. 

The business men of Idaho Springs, Colo., 
are not so radical as those of Tampa, but 
they are quite as much in earnest. They 
took out of jail fourteen union miners sus- 
pected of complicity in the blowing up of 
the buildings of a mine worked by non- 
unionists, marched them out of town, and 
warned them not to come back. The mayor 
says it has come to be a question whether 
the citizens or a few labor agitators shall run 
the town. The leading citizens have de- 
cided to keep the agitators in exile and 
manage domestic affairs without them. 
Among the banished men are the officers and 
some prominent members of the lecal min- 
ers’ union, 

It is a breach of law for citizens to 
order men out of town after this fashion, 
even when done with the best of motives, 
The union miners and other labor organiza- 
tions will denounce the leading citizens of 
Idaho Springs and demand for the expelled 
miners the protection of the laws. They 
ate entitled to it, but it would be more to the 
purpose if union minvers showed more re- 
spect for the rights of nonunionists and did 
not provoke illegal measures by breaking 
the law themselves. | 

All who are acquainted with the peculiar 
methods of union miners in the Rocky moun- 
tain states when they are fighting nonunion 
labor—their free use of firearms and dyna- 
mite, of arson, and assassination—will un- 


derstand why the citizens of Idaho Springs 


escorted a number of union men ‘out of town 
and will not let them come back. 


EGYPTIANS NOT NEGROES. 

A United States senator is not expected 
to know everything, but he ought to know 
that the ancient Egyptians were not ne- 
groes and that the daughter of the priest of 
Midian whom Moses married was not a ne- 
gress. Senator Burton of Kansas evidently 
does not, for he would not intentionally mis- 
lead the people of Moline before whom he 
discussed the negro question with Senator 
Tillman. There were negroes in Egypt 
thousands of years ago, but they were 
slaves. The Egyptians themselves, the an- 
cestors of the present inhabitants of the 
country were not blacks, The mummies, the 
statues, the pictures in the tombs, and the 
language prove that they were not. 

Senator Tillman and others argue that 
the inability of the blacks to make some- 
thing of themselves in Africa is strong evi- 
dence of their racial inferiority. That ar- 
gument cannot be met by an assertion that 
Egyptian civilization, with its powerful 
government, its organized religion, its writ- 
ten language, and its aftistie skill was de- 
veloped by black men, for it was not. 

Senator Burton ought te admit that the 
black race is at present inferior intellectu- 
ally to the white race, and then contend 
that the progress which the American ne- 
groes haye made in the hard school which 
they have attended for two and a half cen- 
turies furnishes evidence that they are cap- 
able of further advancement, and that it is 
a crime to say that nothfhg shall be done to 
aid them.

Senator Tillman admits that he

NASMUCH as the conclave commences 
today at Rome, it may be of interest to 
' @ state that, according to the most authori- 
tative reports from Vienna and from 
Rome contained in private letters, the 
Austrian government is determined to pre- 
vent the election of Cardinal Rampolla. It 
is no secret that on the occasion of Leo 
XIII.’s grave illness some years back, when 
his death appeared to be imminent, the late 
Cardinal Schoenborn, archbishop of Prague, 
was intrusted by Emperor Francis Joseph 
with powers to exercise, in the event of a 
conclave, the right of veto against Cardinal 
Rampolla. The sentiments of the court of 
Vienna and of the governments of Austria 
and Hungary have not changed since then 
with regard to the secretary of state of Leo 
XIII, and it is understood that Cardinal 
Gruacha, the prince archbishop of Vienna, 
has now received from his monarch the same 
instructions as those confided to the late 
cardinal archbishop of Prague. 

The attitude of the Austrian court in the 
matter is state(§ to beerdue to? political’ as 
well as to personal reasons. As secretary of 
state Cardina] Rampolla has _ persist- 
ently favored France, and especially Rus- 
sia, at the expense of Austria. He has like- 
wise caused the nuncios at Vienna to take 
an active part in opposing measures of the 
Austro-Hungarian government, especially 
in connection with the matter of education, 
marriage, and birth registration, that cre- 
ated serious difficulties for the administra- 
tion in the execution of the laws. And thep, 
too, Cardinal Rampolla is credited with hav- 
ing shown himself ina particularly unfriend- 
ly and unsympathetic light to the house of 
Hapsburge at the time of the tragedy of 
Meyerling, when obstacles ascribed to him, 
and which were most distressing to Emperor 
Francis Joseph, were only removed by the 
latter’s personal and direct appeal to the 
pope in behalf of his ill fated son. 


Nowhere will the issue of the conclave be- 
ginning today be watched with more pro- 
found interest than in Spain, where it is 
realized that King Alfonso and his mother, 
the widowed Queen Christina, have lost in 
Leo XIII, their most powerful supporter, 
and that, inasmuch as the majority of the 
sacred college were notoriously averse to the 
Spanish policy of the late pontiff, his suc- 
cessor is unlikely to continue to act as a bul- 
wark of the young king’s throne against the 
Carlist movement. 7 
Few people in this country realize the ex- 
tent to which Queen Christina and her son 
shave been indebted to Leo XIII. for paralyz- 
ing, so to speak, the activity of the pretender 
Don Carlos and of his son, prohibiting with 
all the energy of his character the Spanish 
episcopacy and clergy, as well as the relig- 
ious orders, from giving any support er en- 
couragement to the Carlist cause. Yet the 
latter is identified with the cause of the 
monastic orders and of the clergy, the pre- 
tenders, both father and son, being pledged 
to restore to them all the power, preroga- 
tives, and possessions which they enjoyed 
previous to their being deprived thereof by 
the liberal administration during the reigns 
of Queen Isabella IL. and Don Alfonso XII. 
Of course, this has caused the clergy and 
religious orders in Spain to always be most 
pronounced in their sympathy with the Car- 
list movement, and if they have refrained 
from openly championing and promoting the 
interests of the pretender since the birth of 
the present king, who is a godson of the late 
pope, it has been merely in reluctant obedi- 
ence to the peremptory commands of Leo 


XIII. 

Should the new pontiff decline to intervene 
any longer in behalf of the present occupant 
of the Spanish throne against Don Carlos 
and his party and assume a neutral attitude 
in the matter, a grave blow will be struck to 
the solidity of the throne of King Alfonso, 
and-an early recrudescence of Carlist dis- 
turbances throughout Spain, may be looked 
for. 

It is impossible to make any predictions 
as to the duration of the conclave. That 
which elected Pius VIII. in 1829 lasted a 
month and twenty-three days. The one 
which elected his predecessor, Leo XII., in 
1823, occupied one month and three days. 
On the death of Clement IV. two years and 
nine months passed away before the choice 
of his successor, white in the case of Gregory 
XVI. in 1831, of Pius IX. in 1846, and Leo 
XIII, in 1878, two days sufficed. There seems 
to be, however, a general impression that, In- 
asmuch as a good deal of the negotiation be- 
tween the champions of the rival candidates 
for the tiara has been taking place during 
the last two weeks, it is quite possible that 
they may have already come to some agree- 
ment which the conclave will be merely called 
upon to ratify, and that the official choice 
of a successor to Leo XIII. and the procla- 
mation of his name will take place by Sun- 
day—that is to say, the day after tomorrow. 


Sir Edmund Antrobus has, through Lord 
Edmund Fitzmaurice, chairman of the coun- 
ty council of Wiltshire, made a definite offer 
to sell Stanehenge and eight acres of land oc- 
cupled by these magnificent druidic ruins to 
the English government for $250,000, on 
the understanding that it is preserved for 
the nation. Some years ago Sir Edmund 
made an offer to dispose of Stonehenge and 
twenty acres of the land on which the great 
stones stand, for $750,000, to any one who 
Was Willing to pay that price, and great 
alarm was expressed lest some American 
multi-millionaire might purchase the cele- 
brated megalithic monouments and carry 
them off to the United States. But this fear 
has not been realized, 
Sir Edmund's desire to get rid of Stone- 


noyance to which he has been subjected dur- 
ing the last few years in connection there- 
with. It was shortly after his accession to 
the baronetcy and estates, on the death of 
his father in 1899, that he determined to sur- 
round Stonehenge, which forms part of his 
property, with a barbed wire fence, and to 
charge an admission fee of 25 cents, his ob- 
ject being to protect the stones from the in- 
jurious treatment to which they were being 
subjected by people without any reverence 
for the hoary past. Moreover, as some of 
the stones were in danger of falling, he feared 
that in the event of anybody being injured 
thereby he might be held financially respon- 
sible. 

Exception, however, was taken to his atti- 
tude. It was claimed that, inasmuch as 
Stonehenge had lain open to ali the world 
since English history began, the public had 
acquired a right of way through every por- 
tion of the grounds on which the stones stood 
and likewise a proprietary interest in the 
etones themselves. Then, too, it was point- 
ed out that anything in the shape of a mod- 
ern inchosure destroyed the spell created by 
the aspect of those immense stones standing 
alone in strange circles far from human hab- 
itation, in the midst of a vast open, rolling 
plain. And the result was that not only the 
general public but likewise men of culture 
interested in the preservation of national 
monuments inaugurated a fund, with the ob- 
ject of testing in the courts, not Sir Edmund's 
proprietorship of the ruins but his right to 
inclose them with a wire fence. 

Sir Edmund Antrobus is known as “of 
Rutherfurd,’’ county Roxburghe, this name 
of Rutherfurd being added to that of An- 
trobus on the occasion of the first holder of 
the Antrobus baronetcy purchasing the 
Rutherfurd estate, belonging to the Scotch 
barony of Rutherfurd, which became dor- 
mant in 1724, and to which there are in 
America people who have strong claims.

LONG WAR FOR WEALTH ENDS. 


Case Involving $200,000, in the Courts 
Since 1881, Settled by an 
Agreed Decree. 


A case involving property worth $200,000, 
and fought in courts since 1881, was decided 
by an agreed decree in Judge Holdom’s court 
yesterday. 

The “ Torrence-Shedd litigation ’’ was be- 
gun by Gen. Joseph T. Torrence in August, 
1881. Since then the case has been to the 
United States Supreme court once and to 
the Illinois Supreme court threetimes. Gen. 
Torrence died in 1898, leaving his claim in 
charge of John B. Brown. A decree was 
entered on May 22, 1902. This was reversed 
and the mandate was entered in the lower 
court yesterday, when the litigants decided 
to end the trouble.

000 and Col. Charlies H. Nix, his wife, Eliza- 
beth L. Nix, and his sister, Catherine Miesch, 
get ‘the remainder.

| NEILL PROMISES TO AID 


RAILWAY MEN MAY CHANGE 
THEIR TRAIN ORDER SYSTEM. 


Sunday’s Wreck Causes Officials to Con- 
sider Methods Which Will Lessen 
Chances fora Misunderstanding. 


A movement to change the present train 
order system, which is in use on practically 
all roads, probably will be started asa result 
of the collision between a passenger and a 
freight train on the Chicago Great Western 
railway last Sunday at Viasaty, Minn. It 
is possible the practice of running sabanes in 
sections will be abolished. 

The officials of the road have not finished 
their investigation of the wreck, and they 
will not do so until they can get the statement 
of Edward C. Clement, conductor of the 
freight train, but their inquiry so far seems 
to indicate that the wreck resulted from 
misinterpretation of a train order. 

The order was that the second section of 
the passenger train was two anda half hours 
late. The conclusion is that the order was 
misunderstood to mean that the first section 
also was late, while, as a matter of fact, it 
was on time, and the collision with the 
freight followed. 

Railroad men point out that if the two 
sections are treated as separate trains there 
would be no chance for confusion. 

The question is being discussed by the offi- 
clals of various roads, for this wreck has im- 
pressed on them the opening there is in the 
present system for misunderstandings. 


Stop Free Riding on Freights. 


Harvest hands who try to beat their way 

on railroad trains to the grain fields of the 
north are going to meet with some serious 
difficulties when they get as far as Sioux 
City. 
L. B. Beardsley, division superintendent 
of the St. Paul rafiroad, has determined to 
stop the free riding between Sioux City and 
the Dakotas, which in former years has bur- 
dened freight trains, the men defying the 
train crews. He will swear in large num- 
bers of policemen to keep serotype the 
trains. 


Goulds Retain Gulf Port. 

Vice President and Traffic Director A. C. 
Bird of the Gould system says the fact that 
the Gould lines are arranging an outlet tothe 
Atlantic coast through Baltimore will have 
no effect on the gulf ports which are reached 
by the Gould system. 

“ We are compelied,”’ he said, “‘ to help in 
building up gulf ports. Our interests He 
in the southern direction ag well as across the 
Mississippi river, and we can utilize the gulf 
as well as the seaboard. 

“ East of the river Indiana, Ohio, and other 
states compose an emipre which provides 
much traneportation. It would be too far 
to haul this to southern ports, and we are 
arranging a seaboard connection for that. 
On the other hand the western traffic must 
go south. 

“We find also that through the port of 
Galveston we can handle wheat just 3 cents

General passenger agents of the western 
roads who desire a change in the form of 
interchangeable mileage met here yesterday, 
but could not agree on a substitute ticket. 
As matters stand it does not seem possible 
to put the change in effect by Sept. 1, the 
date fixed by the roads giving notice of their 
intention to make a change. 


CRUSADE AGAINST POLICY. 


Chief of Police Agrees to Assign Two 
Detectives to Work with the Citizens’ 
Association. 


Smarting under charges that Pte ald 
to the reform elements that are straining to 
stamp out policy, Chief of Police O’ Neill yes- 
terday dictated a letter to President Louls A. 
Seeberger of the Citizens’ association, offer- 
ing that organization the services of the 
police department. 

The chief's letter was in response to a com- 
munication from Mr. Seeberger asking for 
two detectives to secure evidence against the 
gambler#. 

“I am prepared to give the Citizens’ asso- 
ciation every assistance,’ said the chief, 
** though I have my doubts as to the outcome. 
This policy evil has bothered the police de- 
partment ever since I have been on the force, 
or for about thirty-three years. The policy 
gamblers are like the Irishman’s fiea—they 
are always somewhere else when you think 
you have them.” 

Chief O’ Neill had a further defense to make 
against the charges of Secretary Singleton 
of the Citizens’ association, who declares 
that the chief refused to aid in the effort to 
stamp out the penny gambling evil. 

“If I declined to give him the officers for 
whom he asked,’’ the chief said, “it was 
because Assistant State’s Attorney Barnes 
was working in his own way to root out the 
gamblers, I considered it my duty to 
work under Mr. Barnes rather than be 
directed by a reform association.” 

Secretary Singleton said last night that the 
police, if they are really in earnest, could 
stamp out policy in a short time. 

‘The police are well acquainted with the 
location of the policy joints,’’ said he, “ and 
could make it so warm for the gamblers that 
they would have to quit. If they could do 
nothing else the police could arrest the policy 
players for vagrancy.”’

UNDERWRITERS MULTIPLY TAR- 
IFFSON PACKING PLANTS. . 


General Increase Taken Up by Chicago 
Association, Which More than 
Doubles Schedules in Many Cases— 
Increases Designed te Eucourage 
Improvements Which Will Reduce 
Hasard—Changes to Be Made When 
Safeguards Are Added. 


Packing house insurance rates are soaring, 
as a result of heavy losses. Following the 
increase ordered this week by the Western 
Union and covering all the west but the large 
cities, the Chicago Underwriters’ association 
began the publication yesterday of rates on 
TInion Stockyards plants, which more than 
double the present tariffs in many cases. 

When the new stoclvards schedule was 
adopted, several weeks ago, it was announced 
that no rates made under it would be pub- 
lished before September, as the work would 
require that time, and it was desired to 
issue all the rates at once. Since recent 
Iceses in the west, however, the companies 
have been refusing to write the line unless 
they can get more premium, while packers 
have’ been unable to get the protection they 
needed, and the immediate publication of the 
tates under the new schedule was demanded. 


Old Rate, $1.35; New, $3.04 and $3.27. 
On the Swarschild & Stlzberger plant the 


$1.35 for both building and contents, while 
the new rate is $3.04 on. building and $38.27 on 
contents. The same ratio of increase pre- 
vails on several sections of this plant. On 
the lard house of another plant the old 
rates of $1.55 on byilding and $1.80 on con- 
tents have been increased to $3.19 on building 
and $3.44 on contents. Ona firdproof storage 
warehouse the old building rate of 50 cents is 
reduced to 44 cents, but the 60 cent contents 
rate is increased to 95 cents. 


Design to Reduce Hazard.v 


The underwriters’ officials say improve- 
ments which these rates are designed to en- 
courage will reduce the rates from 30 to 35 
per cent. The principal improvements urged 
are reduction of large open areas, segrega- 


manufacturing from storage and large val- 
ues, the removal of frame interior construc- 
tion and frame structures on the roofs. and 
the installation of fire doors and vestibules. 

One storage warehouse formerly rated at 
$1.06 on contents is increased to $2.31. A 50 
cent charge could be cut off if the sorting of 
feathers on the fourth floor could be removed, 
reducing the hagard and saving a large 
amount on the insurante for heavy values 
in storage. Wherever a variable charge was 
permitted in the schedules the maximum 
amount was taken, so as to demand improve- 
ments, anda reduction correspondingly large 
pill be made when they are put in. 


Question of the Lloyds. 


The Chicago board of trade has ruled that 
warehouse receipts cannot be transferred 
till the seller can guarantee “‘ proper insur- 
ance.”” This grows out of the shortage of in- 
surance on packing house products, due to 
the unwillingness of companies to write un- 
der. existing conditions. Brokers are inter- 


‘ested in knowing who is to pass on what is 


proper insurance. Lloyds may be resorted 
to, and the question of the acceptability of 
policies will be raised.

Springfield, Ill, July 30.—[Special.]—Ed- 
mund D. Carter of Chicago today asked leave 
in the Supreme court to file a petition for 
mandamus to compel Acting Superintendent 
of Insurance Vredenburgh to apply in the 
Circuit court for an injunction restraining 
the Franklin Life Insurance company from 
issuing further policies until its funds are 
equal to its liabilities. Recently Carter acted 
as attorney for Nicholas Heckley, who 
brought suit in Chicago against the Franklin 
Life company, but who had the suit dismissed 
later, so Carter has taken up its prosecution 
himself.
